INTEREST IN THE COMMODITY ISSUE AS WELL AS THE ENERGY

FRANCE AND MULTILATERAL NUCLEAR MEETING-IN MEETING 
TODAY WITH FRENCH DCM DE LA GORCE, I AGREED TO HIS 
PROPOSAL THAT US AND FRENCH EXPERTS DISCUSS ON JUNE 6 
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IN WASHINGTON BILATERAL ISSUES (COCOM AND LICENSING) 

WHICH PARIS HAD FLAGGED WHEN JOINING MULTILATERAL 
NUCLEAR TALKS. THE FRENCH AS YET HAD NO COMMENTS ON 
OUR DISCUSSION PAPER PREPARED FOR THE MULTILATERAL TALKS 
IN LONDON JUNE 18. DE LA GORCE NOTED THAT PROGRESS IN 
THE BILATERAL AREAS OF CONCERN HAD A RELATIONSHIP TO 
MULTILATERAL AGREEMENTS. WHEN I QUESTIONED THE EXTENT 
OF RELATIVITY, HE EXPLAINED THAT WHAT MIGHT BE FOREGONE 
BILATERALLY COULD BE SUBSUMED MULTILATERALLY, BUT ONE WAS 
NOT A QUID PRO QUO FOR THE OTHER. 

REDEYE MISSILES IN THE MID-EAST. IN RESPONSE TO AN 
EARLIER UK EMBASSY INQUIRY. I BRIEFED THE EMBASSY 
COUNSELOR ON OUR POSITION REGARDING SALES OF REDEYE/ 
BLOWPIPE IN THE MID-EAST. I STRESSED THAT WE CONTINUE 
TO BE CONCERNED ABOUT PROLIFERATION OF THESE WEAPONS, 

NOTED THE SPECIAL BASIS FOR OUR SALES TO ISRAEL AND 
JORDAN (AND GREECE), AND SAID WE WOULD HAVE NO FURTHER 
OBJECTIONS IF THE BRITISH WERE TO SELL THEIR EQUIVALENT 
WEAPON (BLOWPIPE) TO SAUDI ARABIA OR IRAN, PROVIDED THE 
UK OBTAINED FIRM ASSURANCES REGARDING THE CONTROL OF ANY 
WEAPONS SOLD. OTHERWISE WE URGED THAT THEY REFRAIN, AS 
WE INTEND TO, FROM SALES TO OTHER COUNTRIES IN THE MID- 
EAST. 
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SISCO/CNO TALKS-WE ORGANIZED TODAY A SESSION WHERE CHIEF 
OF NAVAL OPERATIONS (ADMIRAL JAMES HOLLOWAY) BRIEFED UNDER 
SECRETARY SISCO AND SENIOR DEPARTMENTAL MEMBERS 
(ASSISTANT AND DEPUTY ASSISTANT SECRETARY LEVEL) ON THE 
US NAVY'S VIEWS OF STRATEGY, AND PLANS, AND GLOBAL 
PROBLEMS. IT WAS A FRANK AND USEFUL EXCHANGE. 

EUR - JOHN A. ARMITAGE, ACTING: 

YUGOSALV-AUSTRIAN RELATIONS: AUSTRIAN AMBASSADOR 
HALUSA CAME IN TO SEE VINE TODAY AND GAVE HIM A COPY 
OF A STATEMENT THE AUSTRIAN GOVERNMENT HAS MADE IN CON- 
NECTION WITH YUGOSLAV PROTESTS ABOUT TREATMENT OF 
SLOVENIAN MINORITIES IN CARINTHIA. THE STATEMENT SYSTEM- 
ATICALLY REJECTED THE YUGOSLAV POINTS. HALUSA CONSIDERS 
THE YUGOSLAVS WERE MOTIVATED MORE BY INTERNAL CON- 
SIDERATIONS THAN OBJECTIVE FACTORS AND FEELS THF MATTER 
WILL NOT SERIOUSLY AFFECT RELATIONS BETWEEN THE TWO 
COUNTRIES.

PHILIPPINE SECURITY. GENERAL RAMOS, CHIEF OF THE 
PHILIPPINE CONSTABULARY FORCE, CALLED ON BILL GLEYSTEEN. 
RAMOS WAS SKITTISH ABOUT DISCUSSING THE NATURE AND TIMING 
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OF ANY DESIRED CHANGES IN OUR BASE ARRANGEMENTS, BUT HE 
CLEARLY ASSUMED THAT US-PHILIPPINE SECURITY RELATIONS

THAT IT WOULD BE A VERY DRAWN OUT PROCESS.

DEEP CONCERN WITH THE NEED FOR A PROMPT RENEWAL OF
